CHICAGO, Nov. 11.— Gang rivalry,

their search for the three m en who

O'Bannion, notorious

gangster, in his florist shop. 
While they sought Mike Carrogo, 
labor leader, and M argaret Collins, 
pretty blonde, involved in a fight 
eight m onths ago with Louis AÍtiere 
and -John Bates, alleged lieutenant 
of 
O’Bannion 
the 
police 
took 
precautions to prevent more killings 
in reprisal. 
All known enem ies of O’Bannion, 
questioned afte r the shooting, had 
been 
released 
today 
when 
they 
satisfied investigators they had no 
connection with it. 
But as police 
inquiry progressed, it was disclosed 
th a t more than tho three men who 
fled after firing seven bullets into 
O’Bannion, may bave been involved 
in the actual slaying. 
A theory th a t possibly 2S men, 
using nine automobiles, effectively 
blocked traffic in tlie vicinity of the 
florist shop while the slayers escap­ 
ed in their automobile, was evolved 
after witnesses 
were 
questioned. 
The 
blocking 
automobiles, 
given 
scant attention at the time, paused 
at 
stre e t 
intersections 
only 
long 
enough to perm it the three men to 
speed away, the hypothesis held. 
Morgan A. Collins, police chief, 
declared the dea<h of O ’Bannion rid 
Chicago of “its arch criminal.” 
“I don’t doubt that O’Bannion was 
responsible for at least twenty-five 
murders in this city,” Chief Col­ 
lins said. 
“The city in general and 
the police departm ent in particular 
can give a deep sigh of relief.” 
Often under suspicion and ques­ 
tioned in connection with killings, 
O’Bannion never was tried for m u r­ 
der. 
Occasionally 
when 
ho 
was 
nam ed in connection with a killing 
he would appear voluntarily. 
“ Why, I’m a florist,” he would 
say. 
“If I’ve been in the booze 
racket, I’m out now.” 


MRS. HARDING IS 
FEARED NEAR DEATH 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. IX.— Natives 
of the Philippines are eligible to be­ 
come American citizens, w hether or 
not they have been in the military 
service of the United States, it was 
ruled today by th e supreme court 
of the District of Columbia. 
The ruling was made in a test 
case involving Ambrose Javier, born 
in the Philippines and who declared 
November 30, 
1921, 
his 
intention 
of becoming an American citizen. 
Opposition of the bureau of natural­ 
ization 
to 
the 
granting 
of 
final 
papers to Javier was overruled. 
The position of the bureau was 
based solely on the ground th a t a 
Filipino, unless entitled by virtue of 
military or naval service, 
not eli­ 
gible for naturalization under the 
provisions of any applicable law of 
the 
United 
States. 
The 
bureau 
claimed that the Filipinos do not 
owe 
perm anent allegiance 
to 
the 
United States and quoted the pre­ 
amble to the autonom y act of Au­ 
gust 
29, 
1916, 
in 
which 
appears 
the statem ent that it “always has 
been the purpose of the people of 
the United States to withdraw their 
sovereignty over the Philippine Is­ 
lands and to recognize their inde­ 
pendence as soon as a stable gov­ 
ernm ent can be established there.’’ 
Justice Hoehling 
declared 
there 
was no specific explanation by con- 
giess as to the naturalization of na­ 
tive bora Filipinos not having mili­ 
ta ry or naval sendee, but drawing 
an analogy through the 
action 
of 
congress in providing for the n atu r­ 
alization of the Forto Ricans and the 
debates accompanying the 
p a s s a g e 
of that act, the court reported the 
conclusion that congress had in mind 
relief for the native born 
Filipino 
who might come here and tako up 
his p erm anent residence.

trial of Representative John Philip 
Hill in the United States court bort 
today for alleged violations of the 
Volstead act. Judge Morris A. Soper 
ruled that the “one-half of one per 
cent” clause in the Volstead 
law 
docs not apply to beverages made 
in the home for home consumption. 
Judge Soper said: 
“Congress seems to have used the 
word 
‘non-intoxicoting‘ 
differently 
in on»* section than it did in anoth­ 
er. 
To my mind congress plainly 
intended that persons manufactur­ 
ing cider and wine exclusively for 
use in their homes should be in a 
class by themselves or otherwise 
there is no apparent need for this 
section (section 29). 
“The only reasonable explanation 
for congress 
signalling 
out home 
made cider and wine m akers is that 
congress did not intend to punish 
men for such 
manufacture unless 
the beverage is intoxicating in fa ct. 
“This opinion seems to be borne 
out by an opinion expressed in the 
United States senate in Sep* tabor, 
1919, when the Volstead a< t was 
being debated by the chairman of 
committee in charge of the bill. He 
expressed 
the 
opinion 
when 
this 
section was added to the bití by 
am endm ent 
that 
cider 
and 
fruit 
juices made exclusively for use in 
the home must be intoxicating in 
fact.” 
The ruliug was the result of a 
lengthy 
argum ent 
yesterday 
bv 
'counsel for Hill and United State* 
District 
Attorney 
Amos 
W.

Woodcock. 
The government chemists testified 
that Colonel

alleged ambiguity of section 29 of 
the Volstead act which permits the

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay. Nov. 11. 
—The fate of the 
mutineers 
who 
seized command of the Brazilian bat­ 
tleship Sao Paulo at Rio Janeiro a 
week ago and 
steamed out of the 
harbor while exchanging shots with 
shore batteries has not been decid­ 
ed. 
The Sao Paulo ended her voyage 
jesterday 
when

roadstead under an Uruguayan pilot, 
who has been sent in response to a 
wireless message from

The mutineers decided to end

adventures when they

Melt twb or three cakes c f ’< 
refined paraffin, then immerse a num-' 
her of absorbent cloths in the wax. j 
Withdraw the cloths and allow them * 
to drain. To treat a print, lay one of 
the cloths on a dry, smooth surface, 
place the print on top* of it, then an­ 
other cloth on top of the print, and­ 
iron the top cloth with a moderately 
hot flatiron. The paper immediately 
absorbs paraffin until saturated and 
becomes translucent and waterproof. 
This method is better than dipping ¡ 
the prints into the paraffin, which, 
leaves too heavy a coating.
